lhe Alberta oil boom which hit its peak in its fifth year 
and Saskatchewan's fast-growing oil industry made Can- 
ada for the first time, the British Commonwealth's lead- 
ing oil producer in 1951, Canada replaced British 
Borneo as the top producer with an output of 6,500,000 
tons compared.to latter's 5,000,000 tons. .Credited with 
vast production was the $90,000,000 interprevincial pipe- 
line stretching like a great serpent 1,150 miles across the 
Prairies from Edmonton to Superior, Wis., which en- 
joyed its first full year of operation in 1951. Of interest 
to British Columbians is the construction of a pipeline 
from Alberta to Vancouver. Movements of the pipe for 
the line has started for the building of the project which 
will have its B.C. outlet at Vancouver
